RIVER AND LAKE,

The squall came like a thief in the night, quite 
unexpectedly, sad but for the lucky circum- 
stance that it lasted but about one minute the 
damage would have been immense. For the 
last two Gays ie bad been raining incessantly, 
but the wind was quite favorable, biowing 
mildly all tne time from the northeast.

THE NORTH DIVISION. 
A HAPPY ESCAPE. 

The North Division proved to be the favored 
one of the tempest. The only section at all in- 
jured by the wind lies south of Chicago avenue 
and east of Clark street, where the destruction 
is almost general in regard to trees and side- 
walks. It is particularly noticeable near the 
lake, where the storm seems to have struck and 
laid low the many trees that have been set out 
this spring, and had not sufficient firmness of 
root nor sufficiency of support. Trees on Rush, 
Superior, Pine, Huron, Ohio, Indiana, North 
State, Erie, and Ontario streets are lying around 
in promiscuous confusion. They fell, many of 
them, across the sidewalk, and the police were 
busy all the evening removing the debris. But lit- 
tle was done by the fali of trees, nothing 
being in the way.

All the vacant pro on the line of Wa- 
bash avenue within the limits of the July fre 
of two years ago ought to be improved during 
the present building season. There is no 
property im Chicago to-day that offers equal 
inducements for building. The small resi- 
dences and apartinent-houses that have already 


‘| been erected north of Twelfth street are prob- 


ably paying better on the investment than 
any other residence property in the city. 
The vacant lots can now be bought at a valu- 
ation that warrants their use for residence 
property, and the nearness of the location to 
the business centre renders it so desirable 
that there is no difficulty in renting them. In 
addition to all this, the indications are that 
the cost of building will be certainly as low 
as last season, and perhaps as much as 10 per 
cent lower, both for material and labor. In 
such case the interest of the owners of this 
Wabash avenue property suggests its imme- 
diate improvement. A class of houses may 
be erected with a view to ultimately convert- 
ing the lower story into stores, and can be 
made to pay as residences from the outset. 
If this space were filled in, it would bea 
wonderful improvement to the street anda 
great advantage to the city, as well as profit- 
able to the property-owners. 


The most terrific tornado that has visited 
this locality swept over the city yesterday af- 
ternoon, accompanied by a heavy rain-fall. 
Roofs were carried away like shavings, and or- 
namental cornice-work was collapsed like bub- 
bles, while the destruction of plate-glass was 
immense. No less than five buildings were 
utterly demolished, and one of the inmates 
killed and a number wounded Two 
church-spires were leveled to the ground. 
While the storm was at its wildest 
fury, a building on the West Side 
was struck by lightning, and one of the 
inmates severely and others slightly injured, 
and throughout the city generally immense 
damage was done to buildings. No intelli- 
gence has yet reached us as to the storm on 
thé lakes, but it must have been terrible, and 
heavy loss of shipping and destruction of life 
is apprehended. Owing to the interruption 
of telegraphic communication with the 
west by reason of the wires being down, it 
is impossible, at this writing, to conjecture 
the range or extent of the storm. A Leav- 
enworth telegram states that it swept over 
‘that city at 3 o'clock yesterday morning. 
The damage there was enormous, and the 
probabilities are that of the yast intervening 
stretch of country much has been awfully 
desolated. 


THE MAYORALTY QUESTION. 

The Common Council will meet to-morrow 
night, and at once proceed to the execution 
of the duties, general and special, devolved 
upon them by the people. 

There is no longer any serious doubt as to 
the fact that the office of Mayor is vacant ; 
and that Cotviw merely holds it by the 
tenure! until his successor shall be elected 
and qielified.” The only question upon 
which there haf been any difference of opin- 
jon is as to the legal mode of filling that 
vacancy. Nearly 40,000 citizens, believing 
that they had the right to fill the notorious 
vacancy in the office of Mayor, voted at 
the late regular election toso fill it. There 
would have been perhaps 10,000 others who 
would have voted for Mr. Horus had they 
not thought that perhaps the Oouno!l would 
have the right to elect such Mayor. The 
protest against Convin, and the demand that 
he be ejected by the election of his successor, 
was practically unanimous. The majority of 
the new Council were elected under direct 
and imperative instructions from their oon- 
stituents to gee that there isa Mayor pro- 
vided for the city, thereby terminating Co- 
vin's temporary and conditional incumbency ; 
and on Monday night the Council will 
meet to carry out this instruction in 
a legal and proper manner. The late Com- 
mon Oouncil, in disregard of the popular 
wish, refused to canvass the vote polled at 
the late election for Mayor. That duty, 
therefore, is one of the first to be performed 
by the new Council. Mr. Corvin, holding 
the office until his successor is qualified, 
must be recognized as Mayor until the vote 
for his successor is canvassed, the result de- 
clared, and the Mayor-elect takes the oath of 
office. Then, and thereafter, Mr. Corum 
will cease to be Mayor, and will no longer be 
recognized as such by the Common Council. 

The Council will meet to-morrow night 
with a full sense of the important and re- 
sponsible duties before them.

FIRE-INSURANCE IN CHICAGO. 

The recent Convention of the National 
Board of Underwriters brings up the general 
question of fire-insurance in this city, which, 
ever since the conflagration of 1871, has 
been one of the most costly incidents of do- 
ing business in Chicago. The most notable 
circumstance brought out by the late Con- 
vention was the difficulty the National 
Board (which seems really to dictate the 
policy and rates throughout the entire coun- 
try) had in disciplining the local agents of 
several cities. This is significant. It 
means simply that the rates which the com- 
panies are trying to enforce are too high; 
and, just as the agents of railroad companies 
do not keep faith when a pool is formed to 
establish an exorbitant tariff, so the insur- 
ance-men will cut under and cheat one an- 
other. Many of the companies seem to 


| recognize this general fact, for the statement 


is made that, where their agents have been 
fined, they have paid the fines, and thereby 
given a tacit approval of the practice of 
cutting rates. At the same time this prac- 
tice is sporadic and partial, and the general 
public is fleeced. The fact seems to be that 
the insurance companies controlled by the 
National Board have refused to recognize the 
fact that the goneral shrinkage in business 
and contraction in prices have necessitated a 
reduction in the interest earned by capital, 
and they have not yet accommodated them- 
selves to the new condition of things, 

So far as Chicago is concerned there is par- 
ticular cause for complaint, The fact that 
this city suffered from one disastrous confla 
gration, followed three years after by anoth- 
er which did not attain unusual dimensions, 
but cocasioned a big scare, has been an e- 
couse for the maintenance of high rates, noto- 
riously disproportionate to the actual riak, 
and entirely ignoring the improved facilities 
for extinguishing fires and the precautions 
againat their spreading. All large cities have 
had oxceptivnally large fires. London, New 
York, Pittsburg, Cincinnati, San Francisco, 
and more recently Boston, have suffered, each 
once in its history, from fires of such propor- 
tions as to arrest the attention of the world, 
anti seriously cripple their prosperity, But 
in every case such fires have appeared to 
assure immunity from a recurrence for a long 
time to come. This is not accidental, but 
the natural result of the increased precautions 
taken by every community after a costly ex- 
perience. Thus Chicago within five years 
has done more in the way of preventing fires 
than was ever done before by any community, 
large or small, inthesame length oftime. The 
water-supply is unequaled. With two large 
fire-proof water-works, located some 3 miles 
apart, and constructed like fire-vaults, there 
are engines with a pumping capacity of 
eighty millions of gallons in twenty-four hours. 
It is hardly possible, in the nature of things, 
that both these separate works could be de- 
stroyed at the same time, and just when 
needed for fire purposes; but, if they were, 
the present system provides a large tunnel 
running under the city, with a number of 
large reservoirs at intervals, from which, as 
well as from the river, the fire-engines could 
draw an ample supply. During the year 
1875 there were nearly 40 miles of new 
water-pipes laid inthe city, and the total 
amount of water-pipes, varying from 4 
inches to 24 inches in diameter, now meas- 
ures nearly 400 miles. There has been a like 
increase in the number of hydrants and an 
enlargement in their size, many of them be- 
ing double hydrants. The paved streets of 
the city measure about 120 miles, affording 
easy roads for the rapid moving of the 
fire-machines from one part of the city 
to the other, and facilitating their quick 
concentration at any point where they are 
needed. The city limits have been also the 
fire limits, within which no house can be con- 
structed except of brick, stone, or iron, and 
in compliance with a building law which is 
now as thorough as any in the country, and as 

While the insurance companies are familiar 
with all these facts, and must acknowledge 
that it would have been impossible in the 
same length of time to accomplish more than 
Chicago has accomplished, and while the 
number of fires and amount of property de- 
stroyed have been less probably than any 
other city in proportion to size and values, 
there has been no disposition to reduce rates 
in keeping with these facts. All reductions 
that have been made were simply from the 
exorbitant rates established some years ago, 
and not on a basis of the present contraction 
of business, reduction in all profits, and im- 
3 eng e of the city. It is estimated 

amount which Chicago for 
insurance annually is equal to 42 
for all purposes, or more than five millions 
every year; yet the losses have decreased to 
less than half a million a year. The oom pa- 
nies cannot hope to keep up their rates with 
such odds in their favor,—running as they do 


from } to 8 per cent. We saw a statement of 
insurance rates in certain parts of Europe ro- 
cently which placed residences at about $1 
for every $1,000 of insurance; the lowest 
rates in Chicago are five to ten times as much. 
The people cannot endure this sort of thing 
very long, Chicago is beginning to have sur- 
plus capital, and it will pay to do a larger 
part of its own insurance than it has dono at 
any time since the fire, It cannot afford to 
let the insurance companies take away profits 
of two or three millions annually; and, un- 
leas there shall be a decided reduction in favor 
of Chicago, the Board Companies will be the 
losers in the end by the loss of thelr bual- 
nea. 


THE FRENCH EDUCATIONAL SILL. 

We have already commented at some 
length upon the general fact that the Repub- 
loan majority in the French Assembly would 
speedily make a vigorous move in the direo- 
tion of elementary education, the purpose of 
which is to overcome the concentration of 
the governing power in Paris, and at the 
same time check the influence of the Church 
by disseminating education among the ignorant 
peasantry of the rural districts, a vast major- 
ity of whom can neither read nor write, and 
are in a condition of besotted ignorance, 
which makes them the easy dupes of the 
priests. Late E papers bring the de- 
tails of the bill which M. Wappmoron, the 
Minister of Public Instruction (andan English- 
born Protestant), has drafted and introduced 
in the Chamber. The first clause of the bill 
defines elementary education as ‘‘ gratuitous, 
compulsory, and secular.” The second pro- 
vides that every child over 7 years of age 
shall be bound, under the responsibility 
of his parents or guardians, to at- 
tend the elementary schools until the 
age of 15. The third directs teachers to fur- 
nish a list of their scholars every month to 
the Mayors of the Communes, and authorizes 
the Mayors to punish delinquents. The 
fourth fixes the penalties. The maximum of 
fine is 500 francs, and a father may be de- 
prived of his civil rights for three years. The 
fifth provides for certain conditions of ab- 
sence at a certain time in the year; and the 
sixth for a periodical visitation of the 
schools by the inspector and doctor. The 
seventh asserts that the father or guardian 
shall be unmolested if his children are on 
the rolls of any other school than that of 
their legal residence. The eighth provides 
for the maintenance of the schools, and fixes 
the minimum salary of teachers at 1,200 
francs a year, including lodgings, a garden, 
fuel, and lighting, which is a better salary 
than teachers, as an average, command in 
this country. The ninth aims a blow at the 
Church by forbidding masters or mistresses 
to belong to any religious order. The 
tenth is j i 
It reads: 
the pupils of both sexes shall assiduously 
receive general notions on the existence of 
God, the immortality of the soul, on morals, 
and on the organic principles of a Republi- 
can Government.” It is hardly asserting too 
much to state that the last clause of the bill 
will be very unpopular among many Re- 
publicans, especially the Radicals, notwith- 
standing the fact that the teaching of gen- 
eral notions of God” is very Frenchy, since 
it is the tendency of French legislators not 
only to oppose general notions of God, but to 
oppose the existence of any God at all. This, 
however, is only an incident of the bill, and 
not essential to it, in ita relations to educa 
tion. Itisa very sweeping and radical meas- 
ure, and will require considerable expense in 
organizing the schools under ite provisions, 
and considerable time to put the experiment 
into successful practice ; but it can hardly be 
doubted that it will pass the Assembly, 
Under this bill for securing elementary edu- 
cation, with the additional bill for academical 
education and the conferring of University 
degrees by the State alone, which secures the 
eontrol of all the professions, France will 
have taken along step forward in rescuing 
her people outside the limite of Paris from 
the thralldom of ignorance and the crafty 
designs of the Ultramontane olericals,

THE CHALDAIO GENESIS. 
Our roaders will remember that some time 


since we reprinted from the London Tele 
graph an article giving the substance of the 
inscriptions upon the Assyrian tablets de- 
ciphered by Gzonoz Surru, of the Depart- 
ment of Oriental Antiquities, British Museum, 
accompanying it with an article setting forth 
the age of the tablets and the probability that 
the Jewish account of the Oreation was bor- 
rowed from them. To this a clerical corre- 
spondent replied, contending that when the 
Jews were carried to Babylon into captivity 
they imparted their theology to the Assyrians, 
and that these tablets in reality contain but 
an imperfect record of the Jewish narratives 
of the origin of the world and of mankind. 
Since that time, however, Mr. Sars has 
published his work, The Chaldean Account 
of Genesis,” which sheds some additional 
light upon the question in controversy. 

Mr. Smita shows very conclusively that 
these tablets are independent of the Jewish 
records, although both come from the same 
original sources, dating back to the time near 
the flood. AssunBanrPaL, King of Assyria, 
known among the Greeks as SanpaNaPa.vs, 
who reigned at Nineveh about B. C. 673, ap- 
pears to have been an enthusiastic book-col- 
lector, the books of that day being burnt 
earthen tablets, upon which was written or 
stamped the ancient lore of the Valleys of 
the Euphratesand Tigris. His librarians and 
scribes compiled these tablets, upon imper- 
ishable clay, from the old records in these 
valleys, and made up for Sanpanap- 
Aus a complete historical library, hav- 
ing rewritten the records, and some. 
times giving two or three different versions 
of the same events. So far from these tab- 
lets being more recent than the Judaie ac- 
counts, usually attributed to Mons, but which 
Bishop Cotznso attributes to Samvugt, there 
is intrinsic evidence to show that the original 
records date back to the time of 
who came from Ur to the Euphrates Valley 

i centuries before the time of Sana 
N and, as Mr. Suira says, The 
patri might have consulted some of 
them in his native town before he departed.” 
While there is no evidence to show that the 
Judaic records were copied from the Chaldaic, 
or vice versa, and much evidenee to show that 
the Chaldaic are the older, a comparison of 
the details of the two indicates most unmis- 


these creative periods were literal days 


being now rejected by most intelligent peo- 
ple. There isa difference between the two 
in the fact-that the Chaldaic account intro- 
duces subordinate gods like Tiamat, the pro- 
ducing sea-mother, Lahama, Kisar, and Anu. 
This distinction, however, is one with a dif- 
ference, Tiamat, with the Hebrows, is the 
primeval Deep of Genesis; Lahama, the 
apirit of God moving on the face of the 
deep; Kisar, the firmament; and Anu, the 
personification of the heavenly orbs, The 
real difference, therefore, ia, as Surrh says, 
tat The Assyrians worshiped as subordi- 
nate gods powers which the Hebrew record 
either identifies with the Creator himself or 
relegates to the domala of created things. 
There are, however, two important differ. 
ences which cannot be reconciled, The 
Chaldalo rooord gives precedence to the crea- 
tion of the moon over the sun on the fourth 
creative day, in which it agreos with Turan- 
ian and ancient American traditions, and 
with certain Babylonian tablets. The seo- 
ond difference—and a very essential one—is 
that the Chaldaic genesis recognizes two 
spirits, good and evil, or God and Devil, war- 
ring against each other,—the old Man- 
ichean belief which Minton so fully ex- 
pands in Paradise Lost,”—while the 
Judaic record recognized the good spirit, 
or God, alone. The Jewish record did 
mot recognize the Devil until a late 
period in their history,—not long before 
or about the time of the Christian era. These 
very differences, however, antagonize the 
theory that the Chaldean genesis is directly 
derived from the Hebrew, or the Hebrew 
from the Chaldean; while the remarkable 
resemblances go to show that a common 
source lies back of both, and that one has 
followed the other with changes similar to 


each other. 

There is one highly important result grow- 
ing out of thé discovery of these tablets. If 
they are authentic, then the question of the 
origin of the ancient mythologies is removed 
from the domain of fancy into that of his- 
torical fact. That they are authentic seems 
entirely probable from their confirmation of 
the Biblical accounts of Creation, and from 
their coincidence with the legends of other 
nations, and especially with the traditions of 
the Indian tribes. Upon this point a writer 
in the International Review says); 

No one can believe that the scribe who reduced to 
writing the Popul Vuh sacred book of the ancient 
Quiches of Central América, had access to the tablets 
recently deciphered by Mr. Smuirea, yet he has the 
same order and sequence of Creation, and the same 
ideas of cosmological gods, and of the introduction of 
man upon the ecarth. Let any one read, in the curious 
work of Brasszurn pe Bovunsournse, or in the third 
volume of Bancrort’s Native Races of the Pacific 
States, the Quiche genesiz, and he cannot doult that 
these Americans, whe may have left the primitive 
seats of man perhaps as carly as Nimnop’s reign, car- 
ried with them the same traditions which the scribes 
ef AssunDANTPAL found on the sacred tablets of the 
old Chaldean temples, 80 old and universal are the 
beliefs of mankind as te the origin of the world, It 
has been customary te throw doubt on the American 
traditions of the Creation and Deluge, as probably in 
part borrowed from Christian sources; but their rela- 
tionship to the old Chaldean theogony and cosmogony 
is so striking that it seems necessary to regard these 
traditions as a common inheritance of the great Ta- 
rantan race on both Continents. 

The whole subject is one of fascinating in- 
terest, to which justice cannot be done in the 
limits of a newspaper article. It is evident, 
however, that Mr. Surrn is working away at 
the very foundations of the history of the 
race. He has hardly yet reached below the 
surface, for the Creation and Deluge tablets 


only a small part of the whole number, Rich 
treasures still lie buried in the ruins of the 
King's palace which his industry and enthusi- 
asm may bring to light, thus completing these 
records which lie at he very foundation of 
our origin and of our religious beliefs, 


The Board of County Commissioners are 
preparing to rush the bids for the entire 
a#tone-cutting for the county part of the 
Court-House, even before there has been a 
final and authoritative agreement between 
city and county as to the plan.

Bortnoron and others to build the Court-House 
for from one to two millions of dollars less 
than they propose to expend. It is admitted 
by the County Commissioners who have seen 
the Bormoron plans that they are well 
adapted to the needs of both city and county, 
that they are sufficiently ornamental, and that 
they contemplate a massive, substantial, and 
handsome building. Nothing has been done 
as yet which prevents the acceptance of the 
Borrnoton offer to erect such a building for 
$2,100,000 (for which a perfect guarantee 
will be given), since the same foundations for 
whieh the contract has been made may be 
used. The County Commissioners should act 
openly on this offer before they proceed any 
farther, that the people may know whether 
or not they intend to put an unnecessary bur- 
den of a million and a half or two millions of 
dollars upon them. 


It is significantly recalled, in connection withthe 
recent steady decline in the Bonanza mind shares, 
that Senator Jonzs, of Nevada, who is a practi- 
cal mining superintendent, and probably knows 
as much about the Comstock Lode as any man 
living, took occasion to say, in his recent speech 
in the Senate, that it was easy to “ plainly fore- 
see the early exhaustion" of the entire Com- 
stock Lode mines. Senator Jones added, with 
relation to these mines, including, of course, 
the Bonanza, that already had the beginning of 
the end of the Comstock Lode deposit of pre- 
cious metals been reached. Equally suggestive 
is it that the lode itself is but 4 miles in leugth 
and but from 400 to 800 feet wide, and has been 
worked for nearly a quarter of a century, until, 
save the Bonanza mines, not oneof the others 
now worked is paying expenses. There is an 
end to all things, and, as to silver mines worked 
so industriously as have been those of the Com- 
stock, it has seldom been so long deferred. 
This apprehension it is, as much as anything ev- 
idently, to which may be attributed the depres- 
sion in Bonanza shares.

A report has recently been made by M. pz 
FoviL_e, 4 French statistician, which contains 
some interesting facts relative to women’s 
wages in France. Inthe chief towns the wages 
of workwomen rose from 1 franc 7 centimes 
in 1853 to 1f. 510. in 1872, or about one-half 
the wages earned by men. The artificial flower- 
makers received the highest wages, amounting 
to If. 780. The lace-makers come next, but 
the milliners only receive 1f. 370. The wages 
of women in Paris are much higher than in the 
provincial towns. Out of 106,000 workwomen in 
that city, 73 earn between 7 and 10 franes per 
day, and 694 between 4 and t.; but, side by 
side with these highly-paid women, 6,505 earn 
only a franc per day, 2,429 earn 75 centimes, aud 
1,176 only halt a franc. In the great factories 
women get higher wages. In the cotton 
factories women feceive from If. 300. to 2%, 
for ten hours’ work, and in the woolen factories 
from If. 500. to M. 300.

Thirty-five roads report for Januaryand February 
aggregate earnings of $19,556,341 agsinst $16,974,787 
during the arme months lest year, a gain of 15 per 
cent, Of these only twenty-nine have reported for 
Mareh, and these same twenty-nine earned in January 
and February 813,648, 1 against $11,416,103 during 
the same months last year, s gain of 2 percent. But 
their earnings in March were $6,538,055 against $6,229,- 
115 during that month last year, 6 gain of only s per 
dent. Finally roads have reported for certain weeks 
of April, and their earnings for those weeks aggregate 
$2,342,790, but during the same weeks of 1875 the same 
roads earned $2,329,920, so that no gain at all appears. 
The worst of it is that nearly all these returns were 
prior te the beginning of the war in freighi«, «hich 
threatens to reduce ae much below those of 
1875.

Hemans’ poem, Te Piigrim Fathers,” for 
performance at Cincinnati this month by the 
Harmonic Society and Orchestra. 
DUDLEY BUCK’S CANTATA. 

We have already printed in Tux Tune « 
complete analysis of this work, so that it only 
remains for us to make a few general obser- 
vations concerning it. We doubt not that the 
careful reader, notwithstanding some fine pointe 
im it, will experience a feeling of disappoint- 
ment after perusing the score. It is nots work 
of musical genius or inspiration, and for two 
reasons : first, because if was written for a 
popular show, to order, of a commission, and.

Naw Yous, May 4.—The spring season is now 
in the fall tide of gayety. The streets are flied 
with magoificently dressed women; elegant 
equipages dash up and down the avenue, and 
extravagence seems to belie the genera! notion 
of hard times and dull trade.

HATS. 

It is a remarkable fact concerning spring hats 
that amongst such an immense variety there are 
no positively ugiy ones. A novel Stgie, especial- 
ly adapted for promenade wear, is known as the 
‘* Riverdale,” and is made of fine English straw. 
The prominent features of thie hat are its low, 
round crown, and the uniformly flaring brim, 
aod these both render it possibile to wear the hat 
on the back of the head or low over the face. 
A hat of this shape has a band of serge ribbon 
carried ip a loose roll around the crown and 
fastened in front with 3 large square bow. 
From it two short plumes are brought directly 
back over the crown. The face trimming con- 
sists of lace laid in irregular pleats. A cluster 
of flowers, roses, leaves, aud small white bios- 
soms, is placed under the brim at the left of the 
back, so as to droop gracefuily over tue hair. 
When this bat is worn over the face, au inside 
brim trimming in front is omitted. Some of the 
prettiest hats seen bear a strong resemblance to 
the cottage bonaet formerly so popular. An 
imported hat of this style has a brim of white 
chip, while the crown is formed of two crosswise 
puffs of cream-colored silk, separated by a 
pleating of cashmere lace.

PARIS. 
STOCKINGS AND HANDKERCHIEFs.

Panis, April 22.—Are we Parisiennes becom- 
ing provincial in our tastes? Otherwise, whence 
come the glaring hues of stockings and hand- 
kerchiefs we see multiplying arouod us? It is 
true, we no longer laugh at the red umbrellas 
and tri-colored oravats of the doctors of Pithi- 
viers, for, although these favorite hues are as 
obtrusive as ever, they are arranged scrupuloys- 
ly a la mode, and we are told provincialism ex- 


powerful contrast. No delicate color can be as- 
sociated with black without appearing lighter in 
tone. 

To remove the sombre or gloomy effect of 
black, colors should be added in trimmings, such 
as the following : Blue, oherry, drab. muiberry, 
or lilac, Cherry aud lilac should be used very 
sparingly for fair complexions. White is suit- 
able with black, but is cold and barsh unless 
some color be added. Red must not be used with 
black, as it gives it a rusty tinge. A black boo- 
net agrees well with a fair complexion, and may 
be ornamented with white and rose color, or 
with white alone. Rose must be kept well away 
from the face. White feathers are a great im- 
provement to a black bonnets. 

White is similar in iss effects to black; it 
heightens the natural rose of the face bv con- 
trast, aad increases the paleness of a pale akin 
by powerful reflection. White is suitable to 
every complexion which has an agreeabie pat- 
ural tone, but perhaps to none more go than 
to the fair blonde with a healthy color. Small 
quantities of bricht colors may be 
added to a white dress with pleas- 
ing effect, and they will not injure the 
complexion if kept low dowa sod well grouped. 
We remarked that white increases the paleness 
of a pale skin, this objectional influence may 
be considerably neutralized by a green or blue 
wreath brought well towards the face. A white 
boonet, when made of semi-transparant mate- 
rials, such as tulle, crape, or aerophape, is suita- 
bie to this type, and may be oruamented to ad- 
vantage with white aod blue flowers.

The ruddy blonde has u full-toned complex- 
ion, somewhat inclining to positive rose-red or 
carnation, with dark blue or brown eyes and 
browa hair.
